Four Indians and Many Wild Beasts 


Are Killed in a Drag Net in 


State of Texas, 


f El Paso, Tex., March 
16.—In a 


roundup of wild animals that has just 
taken places on the cattle ranches 
of Colin Campbell in Cachi.se county, 
a count- of the dead bodiss showed 
the number killed to be twelve black 
bears, seven grizzlies, and nineteen 
mountain lions,, two lynx and about 
a hundred and fifty coyotes. 


Four Indians were killed by the 


beasts and several were injured. Doz- 
ens of dogs were killed.

The' survivor is Frank C. Pres- 


sler, a white cutter, who was employed

the camp. 
After lying nearly 


all day in the swamp near where the 
isolated camp was located he was' 
able to row naked, across to Mobile 
and tell his story.

pulling the boat and the pain caused, 
to hla badly burned hands was so 
was so 
great that he had to be attended to 


last-night, "said he, "that I hardly 
know how.it all happened. Our camp 
you know is miles from any settlement 
and bounded on one side by a swamp 
and on the other by an Immense for- 
est 
Our shack was a, long frame 


building and in it slept the whole force 
sixty-one men, if I remember correct- 


"In a shed near us were'; 600 barrels 


of raw turpentine.

Scoreless ScareConcerniog the Wiscon- 


sin Crop is Apparently Over— 


Deliveries Dropping Off. 


The senseless damage scare con- 


cerning the new Wisconsin crop 
is 


apparently over, says the "Wisconsin 
Tobacco Reporter. 
After a sober, 


second thought the trade brings it- 
self to see now easily they have been 
frightened at a shadow, and liow en- 
tirely uncalled for was this occasion 
for alarm. 
The episode, however, 


shows how "easy it is, to stampede 
the tobacco trade, which is ons of the 
most singular things that pertains to 
the .business. 
No other trade or 


profession lose their heads .so read- 
ily, or are carried away by the rum- 
ors of transactions. or sayings of a 
few business associates. 
Why it is 


so is' one of those unaccountable 
things that no one has, as yet, satis- 
factorily explained, and we have no 
disposition to enter into discussion 
of them here. 
It is a matter to be 


deplored, however, that the tobacco 
trade is subject to such eccentric!-, 
ties, but history shows that it al- 
ways was, and doubtless always will 
be disturbed by the "bogy man." 


While possibly there has not been 


as much riding done the past week, 
ihe movement of lifting the remnants 
of the crop is still going on in most 
•sections,and a large amount of ex- 
port and low grade goods are being 
. contracted for at from 4 to Cc. The 
better grades, 
however, command 


higher prices, 
and are still being 


looked after and the unsold" fraction 
of the crop continually being whit- 
tled away.

•DEATH ISf COMPOSING BOOM. 


Lincoln, Neb., March 16.—Only the 


presence of the Nebraska militiamt* 
on guard at the state penitentiary prs 
vented the escape of twelve asperat 
convicts from there. 
Mounting from 


the floor of the cellhouse to the top o£ 
the roof through a ventilator flue.'afta: 
first sawing through an iron grating 
and big iron bars at the lower end, the 
twelve prisoners looked over the tup 
edge of the front wall down to the 
road below only to see four vigllair 
guardsmen patrolling ceaseless y alon 
the front of the building. Though the 
criminals had rope ample enough to 
lower them to the ground, they dared 
not risk a meeting with the Springfiek 
rifles and steel-capped leaden .pellecs 
awaiting them and, cowed from the ac 
complishment of their purpose, thej 
huddled down together in the grea 
drain trough along the edge of the roo 
just behind the abutting wall and lay 
there shivering, some without shoes 
others only in their underclothing, til 
they were discovered by Deputy War 
den Bowers shortly after 6 p. m., anc 
marched down. to dark dungeons bs 
low. 
« 


Escape from a Cellhome. 


The cell from .which the attempt wa 


raade is the only portion of .the pen 
tentiary .-which was not destroyed i 
>the fire of two weeks ago. It is un 
fitted with cells or any prison equip- 
ment, having never before been used. 
The men, 285 in. number, are herded 
there in a bunch at • night and sleep 
on improvised wooden bunks. 
These 


are ranged along the wall, in which 
is the mouth of the ventilator, and 
screened the men in their work, which 
they have been carrying on at night 
'ever since the fire and intended to 
culminate last night The ventilators 
are of stone and 
run 
straight 
up 


through the solid outside wall, being 
eighteen inches square on the inside. 
The convicts, equipped with a plum- 
ber's metal saw, two sold-chiselft two 
small sledges, files and a dagger, their 
possession of which is unexplained, cut 
through the heavy iron grating over 
the flue opening and 
then 
through 


stick steel bars farther up. 


llad Almost Burrowed Out. 


The first started to burrow straight 


through the outside wall on the level 
of- the 
ground, and took out huge 


chunks of stone, which were discov- 
ered later in the day hidden in the ven- 
tilator. When within a few inches of 
the outside, however, they became dis- 
couraged and determined to flee via 
the roof. They stole a quantity of rope 
from the broom factory and worked up 
forty-five feet to the top of the ventila- 
tor tower. They dropped to the roof, 
but feared to face the soldiers, having 


. supposed that no watch or a very loose 


one was kept. 
Cowering in the big 


rain gutter behind the parapet at the 
edge, the criminals nearly froze, and 
one of them weakened early in the 
morning, wishing to be discovered and 
taken back to the warm cellhouse, but, 
fearing his companions, he stealthily 
threw a bottle and then a stone at the 
nearest patrolman. 
The soldier sur- 


mised the missle must have .come from 
the roof, but could see no one. He re- 
ported the matter, and. orders were 
given to shoot any one on the roof on 
sight or any convict showing himself 
outside the walls. 


Roll Call Rpyenls Absentees. 


•A roll call was then taken in the 


cellhouse and twelve absentees discov- 
ered. The deputy warden and a guard 
mounted to the roof apd found the 
men, half frozen. 
They were utterly 


cowed and came down without a mur- 
mur to the dark cells for punishment. 
Two were clothed only In the blankets 
from their beds. Another had citizens' 
clothes, obtained from 
some 
source. 


Few had shoes. All twelve were rob- 
bers, with sentences ranging from two 
to thirteen years.-

The es- 
cape of the other men working in the 
editorial and composing rooms, on the 
sixth and seventh floors, respectively, 
was miraculous.

down the stairway—Russell Hathaway, 
Jr., assistant night eidtor, and a Dr.
